Ah a compromise the doctrinal 
feature was changed, nnd then Ep¬ 
iphany was understood not to refer 
to the manifestation of Christ in 
general to mankind, but to heath¬ 
ens, to the three wise men, and the 
three Holy Kings. Pope Leo the 
First declared jt was an ‘‘irrational 
novelty" to refer Epiplmny to the 
baptism of Christ. Finally it l>e- 
came the closing day of Christums 
festivities, or the ‘ end of Christ- 
mas week," which is about all it 
means now, *
